MEMORANDUM OF DECISION 



The Review Committee consisting of William Blackburn, Richard 

Jay and Richard R. Wiiking (Chairman) hereby make the following 

findings of facts in the matter of the review' of the suspension of 

Jerry L . Worcester of Gillette; Wyoming. 



FINDINGS OF FACTS 

1. On March 27, 1988, the registration of Jerry 1 . Worcester 
in the Boy Scouts of America was suspended by Council President, 
Hardy Ratcliff. Mr. Worcester was supplied with a letter notifying 
him of the suspension dated March 27, 1988 , along with a cooy of 
the review procedures available to him, should he decide to appeal 
the suspension. 

2. Cn March 29, 1983, a confidential report was precared bv 
Scout Executive Michael C. Childers pertaining to the suspension of 
Jerrv 1. Worcester. 



3 . Around April 21 , 19 S 8 , a letter was received at Council 
Headquarters in Casper from Gillette, Wyoming attorney Jo seen 
Hal lock acknowledging the suspens ion of his 'client , Jerrv 1 . 
Worcester , and asking for the specific allegations against" his 
client.

14. In September of 1938 , contact was made by Richard R . 
Wilking, Chairman of the Review Committee, with Paul "srnst of the 
National 3cy Scouts of America office in Texas. Information was 
sought regarding the details of conducting a hearing, as well as 
the handling of the review. ?aul Ernst supplied the requested 
guidance and assistance . 
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15 . 3y letter dated September 19 , 1983 , Steve Rocier of the 
Gillette Police Department , wrote Joseph Hal lock , attorney for 
Jerry Worcester, to indicate that he had conducted an investigation 
and concluded that he was unable to uncover any criminal activity 
and, therefore, terminated his investigation. 

16. Gn September 21, 1938, the Review Committee sent a confi- 
dential letter to Joseph Haliock as attorney for Jerry Worcester. 
In the letter, the Review Committee suggested and invited Mr. 
Worcester to write back explaining his version of the facts sup- 
porting his claim that registration as a 3SA member should be rein- 
stated. Another copy of Append i:; C of the "Procedures for Main- 
taining Standards of Membership" accompanied the letter setting out 
the applicable procedure for requesting a review of the decision 
denying registration. Mr, Worcester was advised through his attor- 
ney that the Review Committee wanted to give him the opportunity to 
speak to the Committee and to present witnesses on his behalf. He 
was advised that he should first summarize what those witnesses 
would say and then the Committee would determine whether or not to 
interview them. Mr. Worcester was also advised that the hearing 
could possibly take place on October 1st or October 3rd, if those 
dates were convenient with him. A copy of the letter is attached. 

17, The Committee decided it would 1 ..Ivisabie to visit with 
a professional regarding potentially inappropriate behavior with 
children. Committee member, Richard Jay, contacted Don Nelson, 
Director cf the Crestviev Hospital in Casper, Wyoming, to arrange a 
consultation with a psychiatrist named Dr . Clapp . A meeting with 
Dr. Clapp took place on September 22, 1933. Dr. Clapp was net 
advised cf Jerry Worcester's name, but the alleged behavior was 
described to him in detail. Dr. Clapp indicated that this type cf 
behavior is inappropriate and that it can indicate a small problem, 
or a large one. Cr . Clapp was told of the Benjamin Abler 5 inci- 
dent, the fact that the parents asked Jerry Worcester to desist and 
the fact that subsequently Jerry Worcester engaged in s imilar con- 
tact with a different son. Dr. Clapp stated unequivocally that 
this was inappropriate behavior, although he would not be able to 
say whether it was a big or a small problem. This could only be 
determined by a full professional evaluation . Without the full 
professional evaluation, Dr. Clapp would not be able to state 
whether such misbehavior would be treatable or whether the person 
engaging in that behavior had an intractable problem . It was Dr . 
Clapp ' s opinion that if the allegations of inappropriate behavior 
against the indiv idual were true , that he should not be permitted 
to be around young boys until the full professional evaluation 
occurred , as well as the appropriate amount of counselling , 
f c 1 lowed by a dec is ion by the expert as to whether the individual 
had been rehabilitated. 
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13 . Cn October 12 , 19 83 , a handwritten "letter from Jerry 
Worcester was received at 3oy Scout headquarters in Casper suggest- 
ing that he may be available for a hearing cn certain dates towards 
the end of October. A response was sent by the Review Committee on 
October 17, 1933 , indicating that due to vacation" plans of one of 
the Committee members , the October dates were "not acceptable and 
suggesting a tentative date of November 5 for the hearing.

Subsequent to the hearing in Gillette, the Gemini t tee members 
went over the information garnered and made reference to the notes 
taken during the hearing to discuss their findings and decision.

These allegations were therefore dismissed as^unproven.

Hardy and I then visited with Jerry Worcester at his home, I observed 3 to 10 
large pictures of young boys leaning against a shelving unit in his living room.

We served his letter of suspension of Registration and told him to sever all 
connections with Scouting. We did not tell him why he was being suspended but did 
explain the procedure for review of the decision.

On Monday, March 23, I taiked with John Darrington and confirmed that he 
reported the disclosure to the Chief of Police. John informed me that the Police 
Dept. would investigate. I also called Pastors Seth Johnston of Antelope Valley 
Baptist Church and Tom Reynolds of First Christian Church to advise them that 
Jerry had been suspended. I did not tell them why.

4. A confidential report will be given. to the applicant setting forth the 
decision of the committee. 

5. The applicant may — if he or she does not agree with the decision — 
request a review from the regional director: 

6. If the regional review does not satisfy the applicant, he or she may ask 
for further review by the National Council. The decision by the 
National Council is final.
